IXJCAL, EDITORIAL MENTION. 


Coasting ou Wwllta mid Streets. 


There IB no doubt that the privilege 


of coasting somewhere is the Inulien 
able right of Young* America. Neither 
Is there .any that thl« right, being 
merely for the pursuit ot happiness 
is subordinate to the general welfare 
nt the public, and should'not be ex- 
ercised, nor even 
permitted, when 


•safety and possibly life are endanger- 
ed. Prior to th« present winter there 
had not for Borno years been much 
necessity of advertising to this fact 
Nature in a kindly and even melting 
mood has taken care of the situation. 
This winter, however, has brought 
plenty of snow, >or ht least enough to 
bring out the coasters, and to make 
f. great many boys and girls engage in 
this fascinating sport. 


Under these circumstances it ia not 


ftmiss to say that while there are 
streets where excluding of course the 
walks, coasting might very wel be al- 
lowed, there are others where it should 
us certainly be forbidden in deference 
to the public safety. One of these, for 
tin example, is Broad street, and cer- 


portions of Main where the grade 


Is steep enough to make coasting pos- 
sible, and a number of streets which 
l>y a sharp grade debouch "into the 
principal thoroughfares. 


As concerns such streets there is no 


question that coasting should be pro- 
hibited anil this not more for safety 
to pedestrians than for that of the 
coasters themselves. 
. This is as concerns streets, meaning 
thereby the portion between the curbs. 
On no streets should coasting on the 
eidewalks be permitted. These walks 
ore for the use of pedestrians only, 
end coasting should not be allowed. 
The Duty of Property Owners. 


As regards coasting on sidewalks, 


that most dangerous of forms of the 
eport in towns, it may be said that if 
householders will themselvvs perform 
viha,t is a very evident duty, riding on 
the walks will take care of itself. If 
the snow is removed after every storm 
and not permitted to form a heavy 
coating of ice to the manifest danger 
of pedestrians, U will not be possible 
for Young America to coast thereon. 
The way out, therefore, for the citizen 
is easy. If he keeps his walks clean 
there will be no danger there from 
coasting, as there will be none from 
falls and injury of those walking. If 
he does not, he will become particeps 
crlmtnls in whatever 
Injury 
after- 


wards may result.

THE PAWING OF THE OLD-TIME PUMP

NE of the reasons why boys 
leave the farm Is because of 
the hardships they must un- 


dergo on the old-fashioned farm 
where everything freeze* up tight la 
the wintertime. 


Stock must bare n plentiful supply 


of water which Is not too cold and 
which Is always fresh. Priming the 
pump and chopping open the drink- 
ing troughs to allow cattle and hogs 
to put their noses Into the ley water 
Is hard on the boys and harder on 
the stock. 
. 


Milk ia made largely of witter1 which 


Should be at a moderate temperature 
always available. Dairy cows pro- 
duce at least five more pounds of 
milk dally when given an unlimited 
amount of fresh 
running 
water. 


When water is stale and warm or 
when It Is Icy cold, they will not 
drink their fill but will take only a 
sip or two when very thirsty. 


The National fresh water system 


is solving the problem* for the mod- 
ern farmer and for the srburbanite. 
It hag only two parts, the fresh water 
cylinders with their controlling valves 
and the air compressing equipment 
which Is ran by either electricity or 
gasoline. The equipment may be lo- 
cated In any convenient place re- 
gardless of the distance to the well 
or spring, barn or basement The 


tank contains air only so there it 
no danger of It freezing in case the 
family i« away. It may be placed 
where the air compressor can be op- 
erated from the ordinary farm en* 
Cine which Is doing their other work. 


Where electricity 
Is ._ available 


either on trunk lines or private sys- 
tems, the outfit becomes automatic 
so that when the air tank Is pumped 
up to the desired pressure, It shuts 
oft* the current. This type of In- 
stallation bids fair to replace all 
suburban water systems. It requires 
no attention in any kind of weather, 
other than an occasional oiling. 


Hard and soft water, either from 


well, coring or lake and cistern, may 
all be supplied from one air com- 
pressing equipment and the water 
comes gushing forth .In plenty at the 
turning of the faucet 
Of course 


the pipes must be burled In the 
ground and the outlets protected' 
from freezing but there Is no more 
risk of freezing than there would be 
with a city water system. 


The flow Is cor.tfnuous 
because 


the pumping chambers are arranged 
so that one pert is filling while the 
other delivers the water, maintain- 
ing a steady flow from the faucet at 
all times. 


There are many devices whereby 


animals may turn on the water for 
themselves.

where the Atnerk-im dollar commands 
« large premium. »re valued hy the 
custom house authorities at the par 
of exchange rather than at the go- 
Ing rale in the eiohange market. Im- 
ports frotn those countries are valued 
at considerably more than th*lr actual 
worth in the official statements is- 
sued by the department of commerce. 
Doctor Kennedy explains this situa- 
tion as follows: 


Situation Explained. 


"The 
situation results 
from 
th« 


close association of collecting duties 
and 
i'0'lecting statistics. 
Dutiable 


value for assessing ad valorem duties 
is the foreign value converted Into 
American dollar". 
The conversion i» 


made normally at par according to a 
statement based on the gold content 
of various coins prepared quarterly 
br the director /of the mint and pro- 
claimed by tl'e secretary of th-i treas- 
ury. 
When an invoice is made out in 


local currency circulating in the ex- 
porting country below par as 
com- 


pared with the standard gold curren- 
cy of that country, the consul certi- 
fies the percentage of depreciation, 
and when the -shipment is entered 
here the foreign value Is correspond- 
ingly reduced. 
Thi» method worked 


•well prior to the world war, and itill 
works well in the case of Italy. 
In 


that country the paper lira is admit- 
tedly worth less than the gold lira 
and our consuls can accordingly cer- 
tify as to' the percentage of deprecia- 
tion. In France and Great Britain on 
the other hand paper money is still 
legally at par with gold, although the 
difficulties of effecting conversion are 
serious. 


'•This was the situation up to the 


middle of this month, when the pres- 
ident amended the consular regula- 
tions so as to permit consuls to cer- 
tify to the exchange rate between the 
local currency and the American dol- 
lar. 
As soon as this regulation come* 


into effect—that Is, as soon as the In- 
voices-that are now being certified by 
our consuls come up for entry—the 
statistic^ values reported wilt be the 
actual value of foreign 
moneys a* 


shown by 'the prevailing exchange 
rate. But for the past the values re- 
corded for many 
foreign 
countries 


have been too high by the difference 
between the current exchange rates 
and the par value of foreign coins. 


Affects Statistic*. 


"It may be of interest to indicate 


how far the valuation affected statis- 
tics for ihe last few months. In the 
grand totals the inaccuracy is not 
large, although it does exaggerate 
somewhat the apparent increase in 
imports and correspondingly it un- 
derstates the export trade balance. 
The big sains In imports for Septem- 
ber, which have aroused so much pub- 
lic comment, have been in the main 
from non-European countries, and are 
accordingly not affected by the cur- 
rency situation. The total gain for 
the month N *]28.000,000. 
One-third 


of this was reported in the imports 
from Asia, chiefly Japan and India."

Owing to lack of materials, money 


and labor, no steps have bfcn taken by 
the authorities to restore tin* .scores 
of residences, public buildings and 
other property that fell under the ene- 
my bombardment. 
Nothing has been 


done to repair pvpn flic roynl palace, 
which, windowless, scarred nnd neg- 
lected, looks like a great empty liar- 
racks. 


The Serbian capital has n gloomy, 


depressing air, and this atmosphere, is 
shared to some extent by the people, 
who go about with somber faces. 


Belgrade never am:ise« itself. There 


are few cafes, restaurants, theaters, 
cinemas or places of diversion or en- 
tertainment in Belgrade. At night the 
city has all the stillness and repose of 
a tomb. It may be, quite naturally, 
that the country is still mourning its 
losses, for it has been continuously at 
war for seven years. 


The retail stores display only scanty 


stocks. Some of them are closed en- 
tirely. Cheap nrlicles of jewelry and 
tinsel find their way from Austria nnd 
Germany, 
while 
perfumes, 
scented 


soaps and silk stockings come from 
Paris. Wearing apparel.of all kinds is 
high in price. The Serbian franc has 
fallen to low purchasing value. 


As in most war-affected countries, 


there is a tremendous amount of re- 
construction work to be done in Serbia. 
Broken bridges, scattered * railways, 
ruined factories and destroyed ma- 
ch!n«y will have to be replaced. 


Serbians say the material and, to 


some extent, the money and labor, will 
have to come from the outside, for 
Serbia, strained and straitened by 
saven years of war. is almost destitute 
of the means to accomplish this task 
herself. She is looking hopefully to 
the United States to help her in this
